Many Others Who Jumped Were Cut, 
Bruised and Badly Burned. 


THIRTY-FIVE BOARDERS ASLEEP WHEN 
THE FIRE BEGAN. 


Destruction of a Large Boarding- House 
at Merrill Station, on the Cleveland & 
Pittsburg Railway, at 4:80 This Morn- 
ing—List of the Missing—Charred 
Bodies Taken From the Ruins, bu 
Not Identified—Casualties. 


BEAVER, Pa., Nov. 21.—A disastrous fire 
occurred at Merrill Station,on the Cleve- 
jand & Pittsburg road, at 4:30 this morning, 
resultingin the total destruction of the 
three-story hotel owned by the proprietors, 
Bradley & Keener, who boarded many of the 
men employed on the new dam. 

The fire was discovered at a sliding door 
between the hall and a room used bya Mr. 
Ray as a store and post-office. At5:10 o’clock 
the structure fell. There were thirty-five 
boarders sleeping on the second and third 
floors, many of whom jumped from the 
windows and were badly cut, bruised and 
burned. After a census of the boarders could 
be taken it was found the following were 
missing: 

JERRY WRENN, boss stonemason, aged 60. 

DAN WRENN, aged 23, of Pittsburg. 

Joux KELLEY, laborer, of Woods run, aged 
40. 

ROBERT STANLEY, engineer, aged 35, of New 
Brighton. 

JAMES HueHeEs of Chartiers, aged 383, en- 
gineer. 

BARNEY WALKER, stonemason,. of . Alle- 
gheny. 

HENRY WALKER, son of Barney Walker, is 
badly burned. 

James Wixw of Beaver Falls sustained a 
fractured shoulder by jumping from the 
third-story window. He was taken to Mercy 
Hospital. 

JAMES SHEERS of Sewickily was badly burned 


about the face and hands. 
Five dead bodies were soon taken from the 


. det ther were 80 badly charred they 
could not be recognized. The search pro- 


ceeded, and at 10:30 the supposed bodies of 
James Hughes, the missing engineer, and 
James P. Miller, a laborer of Allegheny City, 
were recovered from the ruins. Both bodies 
were burned to a crisp. This made seven 
bodies recovered. 

The proprietors, Frank J. Bradley and 
Robert P. Keener, were formerly dispatchers 
in the Pittsburg office of the Pittsburg & Lake 
Erie road, but built the hotel shortly after 
the new dam was started, and have run it 
The building cost $4,000, and is 
insured inthe Continental of New York for 
$1,900.

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GALES SUBSIDING. 


Many Tales ef Terrible Suffering Along 
the British Coast. 

Loypor, Nov. 21.—Telegrams received to- 
day show that the terrible gale which raged 
here since Friday last and which has caused 
such a great loss of life and property, has 
subsided. . 

Vessels are still lying at many ports, but 
their crews all tell terrible tales of experi- 
ence while at sea, and it seems that many of 
them have been washed overboard. 

The lifeboats continue to arrive at their 
stations, bringing portions of the crews of 
wrecked vessels, who were taken out of the 
rigging of their vessels or picked up in dritt - 
ing boats.

DIED OF BURNS. 


Verdict of the Inquest on Jeseph J. Cook 
—The Prisoners Released. 


The inquest on the remains of Joseph J. 
Cook, who was cremated in the burning of 
James Newberry’s stable at 2844 Atiantic 
street, last Sunday morning, was resumed 
this morning about 11 o’clock, Deputy Cor- 
oner Albers conducting the inquiry. There 
was little in the evidence save. some contra- 
dictory testimony on the part of certain wit- 


nesses, 

The occurrence ofa fight in the alley ad- 
jacent tothe stable about a half hour before 
the fire broke out was proven beyonda 
doubt. The witness who testified to this 
fact was Joseph A. Osborne, who resides on 
Scott avenue, opposite the stable. He said 
he saw a group of men - fighting in 


t he alley, but he coutd not identify any of 
them. As far as could be learned from the 
other witnesses there wasa fight in which 
the participants were not either Thomas 
Madden, John Flynn, John Keenan or Cook. 

Suspicion was thrownonthe case by the 
statements made by Madden when 
first arrested and afterward brought to the 
Coroner. To Capt. Boyd Madden stated frst 
that there was only one maninthe stable 
with him when the fire broke out and he 
could not identify him. ‘hen to the Coroner 
he admitted that Cook, Keenanand Flynn 
were with him in the stable. 

John Flynn, the peddler who was arrested 
last night and who occupied the same feed- 
box with Cook, testified that when he woke 
up about 2 o’clock Sunday morning Cook was 
beside him in the box and the hay at their 
feet was briskl ga | 
called to get out, and 
he said All right.“ I then ran ont the 
stable and went to the house of Jam 5 
berry, the proprietor,to get a shirt and shoe, 
hecause I had lost both these articies in the 
fire, When JI came back I rescued a mule and 
remained around the fire some time, but as 
the police did not seem to want me, I thought 
Cook had got out all right, but when I aid 
not see him around the fire afterward I came 
tothe conclusion that he was in the stable. 
Keenan did not come around the fire after- 
ward and I do not know where he 16. I never 
heard anything of a fght and know 
that I was not in one during that night.’’ 
Owing to the fact that the evidence did not 
show that Cook had been assaulted before 
the fire, but that he was warned of the 
danger, a verdict was returned assigning 
Cook’s death to burns received ina burning 
stable, the origin ofthe fire being unknown. 
Madden and Fiynn, the prisoners, were there- 
upon released. It was learned by 
Detectives Danaher and Schoppe that Kee- 
nan, the missing witness who was in the 
stable before the fire, would have come be- 
fore the Coroner were it not for the fact that 
he is now wanted on the charge of petit lar- 
— 2 he was afraid he would de ar- 
rested.

Dastardly Removal of an Import- 
ant Divorce Witness. 


W. A. Mackey, a Prominent Farmer, 
Murdered by a Tramp. 


HE KNEW TOO MUCH, AND Was THUS 


SILENCED. 


The Murderer Was a Stranger to His Vic- 
tim—Had Come to Him as a Tramp 


and Had Been On the Farm but a Few | 


Days—Enlieved He Wes Hired by In- 
terested Parties to Effect the Assassin- 
ation—Another Reason for the Crime.

A report from Wooster, O., says Mackey 
was murdered to obtain $10,000 insurance 
which unscrupulous parties held on his life.

Judgment cf Matthews Against Frisco 
Railway Sustained. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Nov. 21.—An opinion, 
to which Judge Sherwood dissented, was 
handed down to-day In the Supreme Coui t 
affecting raflway interests. The case wi 
doubtless go into court in banc, and possibl 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

The case is styled ‘*Léonard Matthews, re- 
spondent, vs. St., Lu & San Francisco 
Rallway Co.“ and ebmes from St. Louis 


County. Matthews ye ote got judgment 
against the com pany for tue destraction ör 
valuable property by fre, he charging that 
the fire originated from sparks from the com- 
pany’sengine. The Court sustains the jude- 
ment, Sherwood dissénting on the ground 
that the statute is unconstitutional under 
which the judgment is awarded. He holds 
that it is unconstitutional to compel the com- 
pany to prove that the fire was 
not caused from one of their enginest 
when there was no proof brought 
to show that the sparks causing the fire 
were from a certain engine belonging tothe 
company. In other words, any tramp could 
start a flre on the company’s rightof way 
and the fire spreading to adjoining prop- 
* , the company, under this statute, could 
be held responsible as having started the 
fire from one of its engines, as plaintiff 
would not haveto provethatit was done 
from sparks from the engine. 


NO SETTLEMENT YET.

Sudden Death of the Ex-Seeretary 
of Agriculture. 


Fatal Termination of His Disease Un- 
expected by the Doctors. 


THE END CAME WHILE HE SLEPT THIS 
MORNING. 


He Was a Member of President Harri- 
son’s Cabinet and a Well-Known 
Amoerican—Twice Governor of Wiscon- 
sin and Member of Congress— Clean 
Record asa Soldier and Politiclan— 
Chief Incidents of His Public Lite. 


Vrrogva, Wis., Nov. 21.—The death of Gen. 
Rusk came like a boM of lightning from the 
sky. There was not the slightest indication 
ofthe approachingend. Col. Henry Casson, 
his former private secretary, left his bed- 
side at 9 o’clocK last night and gave to an 
assembjed crowd of the General’s friends 
the most positive assurance that the crisis 
was surely past. Gen. Rusk himself said to 
his physicians during the evening: Boys, 
I’m better. 

Dr. Gott and Mrs, Craig, the General’s 
eldest daughter, remained with him during 


the night. He took an unusual amountof 
milk and otner nourishment, and slept a 
good portion of the night. He had

talked freely and appeared the most recon- 
ciled to his condition of any time since 
his sickness. Yesterday was the first time he 
admitted his 1 Improved condition. 
Gen. Rusk’s death was due to a compll- 
cation of disorders, the origin of which 
dates back several years. Nearl ten 
years ago, while Governor 0 the 
State, Gen. Rusk had a first attack similar to 
that which prostrated him on his last bed 
of sickness. The physician then decided 
that the trouble was dis er of 
the stomach. The treatment at that 
time was successful in removingthe more 
severe symptoms and for some time the 
General thought himself cured. Of re- 
cent years, however, there have 
been Slight recurrences of the attack, 
and while not of such severity as to seriously 
impair the General’s health, they have been 
a warning ot what must come in time. 
Last year, while at the National 
Encampment of the G A. R. at 
Indianapolis, Gen. Rusk met Surgeon- General 
Hamilton and explained his symptoms to 
him, and the physician made a diaguosis of 
the case. He decided that Gen. Rusk 
was suffering from enlargement of the 
prostate gland. Within two months this 
enlargement of the gland caused the forma- 
tion of an abcess near the bladder. 
and the abcess dually involved the 
gland. Seven weeks ago, Gen. RKusk’s 
condition became so serious that he was ob- 
e“ to take to nis bed. Still no alarm was 
felt tor his life. On Nov. 10, Dr. 
Hamilton was summoned from Chi- 
cago and a consultation was held. 
It was decided that an operation was neces- 
sary. Chloroform was administered and 
the abscess opened, 
tube being inserted. The 
insertion of this t

stated to friends that he could not endure 
having the tube again inserted. It was not 
thought, however, that death was so near at 
hand, and the end was a shock to his friends.

NOT BURIED YET. 


Some of the Eastern Democratic papers 
are now busily engaged in burying the Pop- 
ulist party and preaching its funeral. 
They are convinced that it is dead, 
that it will appear no more to disturb 
political calculations and that the 
votes it polled in 1892, will herseforth be 

divided between the two old parties, a 
majority of them probably going to the 
Democrats. 

The only reason assigned for this pre- 

mature burial ceremony is the fact that 
the Populists polled fewer votes in 1893 
than they did in 1892. So did the Republi- 
cans and so did the Democrats, even in the 
States they respectively carried this year. 
If the late elections show anything, they 
show a great increase of that popular dis- 
gust with both of theold parties which 
enabled the hopeless, cranky and fatu- 
ously directed Populist movement to poll 
such a surprising vote in 1892. 

The discontent of farmers and wage earn- 
ers with glutted markets, falling prices 
and increasing tax burdens is increasing 
allover the West and South. The patience 
with which the masses have waited for the 
party in power to redeem its pledges and 
improve the situation is about exhausted, 
and the hopes that sustained it are fading 
fast as the relations between the President 
and a majority of his party in Congress 
become daily more strained. 

Mr. Cleveland’s refusing to call the ex- 
tra session till the panic drove him to it; 
the needless conflicts in which his party 
was involved in that extra session by his 
own big-headedness and want of tact; his 
remarkable civil service reform ideas, 
illustrated by keeping offensively partisan 
Republicans in office and giving notice 
that no alleged Democrats need ap- 
ply unless their appointment should 
be demanded by some  corpora- 
tion or trust ‘that had contributed to 
the campaign fund, as in the case of 
Olney, or unless they had themselves pre- 
empted appointments by such contribu- 
tions, as had millionaires Van Alen and 
Roosevelt—all this has put a dangerously 
mutinous feeling into the hearts of multi- 
tudes of rural Democratic voters through- 
out the West and South. And there is no 
very bright prospect that it will be soothed 
or pacified by the results of the regular 
session, 

If there was enough discontent among 
Republicans with their own party to give 
the Populists a million votes in 1892, there 
is enough discontent and disappointment 
among Democrats now to add 2,000,000 
more votes to ‘the Populist aggregate in 
the election of 1604; It the Populist lead- 
ers have brains’ and tagt to improve their 
opportunity they may at least bold the 
balance of power between parties in the 
next Congress. a:

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THE HABDY AFRO-AMERICAN. 

Only fourteen of the 514 blacks attacked 
by yellow fever at Brunswick, Ga., have 
died and attention has been again called to 
the fact that the negroes survive where the 
whites perish. 

It is thought remarkable, too, that the 
blacks live and flourish in the most un- 
healthful surroundings, and, defying all 
the laws of hygiene, live on and appear to 
get as much out of life as if they were 
wiser and more favored. 

Freedom and civilization, however, may 
yet tellon the black man. It is thought 
that he has already deteriorated physically 
to some extent. His slave life was free 
from the dissipation and irregularities 
into which he is now tempted, and his 
food was such as to build him up and fit 
him for tasks that still further added to 
his physical powers. Many blacks who 
were slaves have lived to a great age, and 
remarkable cases of negro longevity are 
frequently reported. 

Perhaps the negro’s greatest aid to 
health and long life is his happy disposi- 
tion, As he progresses and follows in the 
footsteps of the whites he may lose some- 
thing of this. Ashe comes to have more 
of the anxieties and ambitions of white 
men his cheerfulness may disappear. In 
time he may worry himself into debility, 
and suicides may. become as frequent 
among the blacks as among the whites.

CROSSING THE BORDER. 


Bands From Texas Gone to Assist 
the Mexican Revolutionists. 

W ASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 21.—The troubles 
on the Mexican border have assumed more 
serious proportions than the officials here 
were at first led to anticipate. On Saturday 
last Senor Romero, the Mexican Minister, in- 
formed the State Department that he had 
received word from his Government that a 
band of twenty-fiVe was organizing on the 


Texas side of the Rio Grande for the purpose 
of crossing into Mexico at a point near San 
Elizario. The matter was immediately re- 
ferred to the War Department, and Gen. 
Wheaton, commanding the Department of 
Texas, was telegraphed to take steps to pre- 
vent them from crossing. He replied that he 
had sent Maj. Hinton to San Elizario with one 
company ofinfantry in wagons and that a 
troop of thirty cavalrymen had also left for 
the same point from another part, but no 
trace ot the band could be found. The resi- 
dents there informed the troops that they 
had not seen or heard of the organization. 

It appears, however, from later informa- 
tion that the troops were misled. The Mexi- 
can Minister calledatthe State Department 
again to-day and informed the Secretary 
that he had received advices that another 
band of sfxty-five men had crossed near El 
Paso. He also complained that the Texas 
authorities had taken no steps to prevent 
the violation of the neutrality law, although 
they had information of the fact that the 
band was organized. This information has 
been telegraphed to Gen. Wheaton, and it is 
probable that he willat once take stops to 

atrol the frontier and put a stop to any 

urther violations of the law.

the fishermen out to the lonely spot 
which became the scene of the tragedy. 
Triplett and Harrie,twoof the party, for- 

merly lived in Iriplett. Mo., and they claim 
to have known Dr. Fraker there, when he 
was a boy. Mendes, the Spaniard, is u friend 
of Harrie and accompanied him on his pres- 
ent visit to his old home in Missourl. Jake“ 
Crowley is an old negro servant, who, it ap- 
pears, was taken along to act as cook for the 
party. 

In the investigation which followed the 
crowning or disappearance of Dr. Fraker, 
these men made statements which coincided 
in all important particulars. They said that 
With Dr. Fraker in unusual good humor they 
left Excelsior Springs in a wagon drawn by a 
double team and driven by McMurray. Driv- 
ing ten miles through the woods they came 
at last to a spot on the bank of the Missouri, 
near Camden, where Dr. Fraker said he 
knew there was good fishing. Luck was 
indifferent, and about 9 o'clock in the 
evening they decided to start home. 
It had grown very dark ana the woods were 
thick, McMurray hitched up his team and 
satin the wagon awalting on the roadway, a 
hundred yards from the river bank. There 
Was only one o!d tin Jantern in the party. 
McGregor lighted it and started down to the 
edge of the water to look at some set lines he 
had left there. With him went Mendes, the 
Spaniard. Dr. Fraker, Harrie, Triplett and 
Uncle“ Jake started up the bank in another 
direction. It was very dark and they had to 
pick their way. 

They had got about 800 feet away when 

there came a wild cry from Harrie.“ The Doc- 
tor’s in theijriver,’’the shouted. Harrie says 
he saw the bank give way withthe physician, 
but Dr. Fraker did not cry for help. He 
uttered not a sound. The three men, ter- 
ribly excited, pressed close to the edge of 
the steep and crumbling bank. For the 
instant they thought of nothing to help the 
agrowning man. Peering out into the dark 
ness, they saw his pale face rise just once to 
the surface ofthe water. Thenit vanished. 
McGregor and Mendes came running, the 
former holding the flickering lantern high out 
overtheriver. By it he thinks he saw the 
doctor’s hat floating offdown the stream. On 
the stand he admitted, however, that it might 
have been a piece ef driftwood, 
It was 1 o’clock and dark. The men say 
they felt it useless to attempt to find the 
body of Dr. Fraker. They drove, instead, 
back to Excelsior Springs, and the morning 
of July 11 the various lodges to which the 
doctor belonged were notified of his death. 
At once a party was organized to search for 
the body. Six men, armed with grappling 
irons, started forthe scene. All day and the 
next night they persistently kept at their 
work, rowing their boats up and down the 
river for miles, They inspected, also, care- 
fully the banks on both sides the stream, but 
got nowhere the slightest clew to the Missing 
man. Then, tired out, they left guardsto 
watch for some sign of the body and came 
back home to report their failure.

He did not think the Adminis - 
tration had been strengthened by the pres- 
ent action in Mr. Blount’s report, Dut the 
more carefully it was considered the more 
apparent it would be that Mr. Blount was 
sent to the islands to report 
against the actionof Minister Stevens and 
the provisional Government. Senator Dolph 
says it is perhaps true that our Minister 
acted somewhat hastily, but it is 
not shown that the revolution 
would not have occurred or the 
Queen have been dethroned.

Local Fans Hope the Report That Fresi- 
dent Von der Ahe Has Secured an Op 
tion On His Services Is Correct-“The St.

Baldwin did not fancy the treatment 
he received in this city, and he has been en- 
deavoring ever since to obtain redress in the 
shape of several thousand dollars’ damages 
from the President of the Browns. The latter 
professes to believe that Baldwin’s prospects 
in this respect are not very rosy. 

When he was seen this morning the master 
of new Sportsman’s Park refused to give 
out any definite information regarding 
what new faces will be seen in Brown- 
stocking uniforms next season. It is to be 
hoped there is some truth in the report 
that he has secured an option on the 
services of big Dan Brouthers, the hard- 
hitting Brooklyn first baseman. Brouthers Is
